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PREFACE. 



In prwenting to tke-jAiblie the foHowiogOolleclion 
^f Memofiiab (trr Faidifiil Semtttcfe^ itmajy |»erhaps, 
be necessaty briefly to^mctelion the Irtews which 'first 
iiKohiced ttie auKbo^ ib notice tiiebr fre^ent r^car- 
fQAoei asxd now to subntat them to more igeneral 
ftfparAy togethmr ^ih softie few observations on th* 
%ubjeet reHMive to the present sMite of Ifaat tslas^ vf 
^odefy in thib comrtiy. 

It may not nnfre^ehi^ have been remtokfed, 
among what is usually denominated the middle rlmks 
of life, where servants are more immediately under 
the sorvefflahee of the heads of felttiliea, that rathter a 
^neral feeling at the jpi^isnt day prevails^ tis to the 
Bouroity of valuable domestics; forming a frequent

subject of complaint, and thereby producing a sort of 
unqualified condemnation of a very numerous class, 
who, interwoven as they are with our domestic com- 
forts and general security, must necessarily, in most 
instances, stand higher in the scale of moral conduct 
than we may, from some exceptions, have been 
induced to beUeve. 

One or two memorials in the immediate vicinity of 
the author's residence, raised as a tribute to departed 
worth, in a station of life seldom much regarded, 
first engendered a wish to collect, if possible, some 
few further specimens, with a view of occasionally 
producing them as a proof that instances of integrity 
and personal attachment were not altogether so rare 
as many would infer, in a class more fi'equently, as 
he conceived, depreciated fi'om the conduct of indi- 
viduals, than an extended view of society would 
justly warrant. 

The intention at first was, to select about ten or a 
dozen (supposing it practicable, of which, however, 
the collector himself was. somewhat dubious — an

There appears to be a peculiar recommendation 
attending the present work, not always to be predi- 
cated of collections of a like nature; many of which, 
however faithfully given, may in some, perhaps in 
most instances, be liable to a certain degree of sus- 
picion as to their strict veracity. In the memorials 
.inscribed to public characters from naUonal gratitude, 
some trifling exaggeration may be expected; in the 
partial, though affectionate, descriptions of departed 
relatives, much may be allowed for the feelings of 
survivors; in the monuments erected to the honour 
of benefactors to the public, or individuals, a Uttle 
enlargement may be pardoned ; and in all, generally 
speaking, a certain portion of vanity and panegyric 
may be suspected, either in the motives of the survi- 
vors, or as regards the virtues of the deceased. 

But these testimonials, from their very nature, 
carry incontrovertible evidence in favour of the 
. genuine verity of their inscriptions ; and most indu- 
bitably prove, that however they may evince the 
grateful feelings of the living for past services, and 
demonstrate their existing sense of departed worth.

yet, that not a doubt can exist of their having been 
placed there from a thorough conviction of real merit 
in the deceased. In a few instances it may be pos- 
sible (though we are certainly not warranted in the 
assumption) that some slight spark of self-approving 
vanity in the survivors may be mixed up with the 
desire of recording the frdthfiil past services of a 
valued and attached domestic; still the essential 
qualities of moral worth and integrity must have 
been actually existent, to have given cause for such 
memorials ;^ and in many, very many instances, we 
shall find even this doubtful assumption wholly unte- 
nable, from the self-evident circumstance of their 
being inscribed without any frunily name being there 
recorded, so that the observant stranger, knows only ^ 
that such wa& the servant whom some unknown 
master thought: worthy of such grateful and, surely, 
honourable distinction. 

In an early stage of this collection, which was only 
commenced in the Autumn of 1822, and occasionally 
continued in the course of a few excursions through 
various parts of England, it is more than probable.

though much pure, unadulterated feeling, and tender 
remembrance, reign throughout that haDowed spot, 
yet is it generally evinced in fiBmiily regard, and the 
affectionate affinities of consanguinity or friendship. 
Not so in the present undertaking; here undis- 
guised and unequivocal recognizances of innate 
worth and attachments, springing from the best and 
most estimable feelings, and the real practical virtues 
of useful life, are exhibited in numerous instances, 
and that, apparently, not confined to any local dis- 
trict, but (at least as far as the author has had 
opportunities of judging) as a general sentiment 
throughout the kingdom for a very coi^iderable 
period. 

Should the present attempt meet the encoura^g 
approbation of the pubUc, the author would be 
induced to bestow some attention towards extending 
the work, and it might even be expedient to use fur^^ 
ther exertions in obtaining a more general collection 
than the one now offered for inspection. These it 
may be requisite to observe, were, with the excep- 
tion of some few distinguished by initial letters, all 
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copied vedbatim on tke spot by the ttuthoB^ and «ihe 
foweoceeptioils wkicfa do ocottr, wene obtabM from 
those on *whose 'eorvectnefts he ^can safely trely for 
aoouiAcy ; a coni|MKnson with 4he «(ei^iiiisy wh^fte 
praoticabley will stifficiently vouch for the verity df 
the otheiB. 

It has been at tinies a cherished idto M^th the 
attthor, that it mgkt het«after be thou^ df impoi^ 
anee siifficieiit 4e iwaoftant an endisaivoiur to obtam, by 
boirespondeneeoroftherwise, acoUeotion laseoknplete 
as 4he <natura of the thkig Wduld iadrnit^ lip to the 
pmsent period. Should this ever be attempted^ it 
would, perhaps, be but justice to those, whose estr- 
mable feelings have prompted them to raise these 
memorals to their faitUul dependents^ td rescue 
their names, also, from tfttait ohlhion to whieh an 
amiaUe nedesty in withholcUng their pdrsonial idto*- 
ti^f , has apiparently consigned them. 

Thai few are aware of the actual number of these 
memoriab, is not only uctremely probable, but 
moreover singulaily exemplified in seveiral vf the 
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re^QOtiy0< inscriptions^*' £^om wUch; it is evidfint, 
that'tbey'tiieikiselves'Oonsidered s fidthfiil domestic 
as a jBUtt oceonrence; happy vrillithe author esteem 
hima^ i£ any. humble, e^rts of his may tend to 
shew the fsJlacy of such opinions^ and) be the means 
of proving, that in this respect human nature is not 
so degraded as-many would, fixxn superficial views, 
infer, as regards that numerous and very useful class 
of society — our household servants ; he thinks it due 
to them to maintain, that unfavourable opinions, col* 
lectively taken, are not borne out by feicts ; and if 
we consider the amoimt of those in actual servitude 
throughout the kingdom, looking at the few, com- 
paratively very few, convicted of any capital offences, 
and the general confidence necessarily reposed in 
them, with the great extent of property constantly 
entrusted to their care, it may be very fiedrly pre- 
sumed, that there is no other walk of life better or 
more correctly sustsiined, and that, in numerous 
instances, general conduct and individual character 
have been, not simply unimpeachable, but highly 
meritorious.
